By a verdict of Superior Judge 
George R. Freeman yesterday in the 
hearing of a demurrer in_ the 
county’s litigation against ex-Auditor 
S. E. Berger, individual taxpayers 
may suffer the loss of $26,000 mis- 
appropriated during Berger’s admin- 
istration. 

In collecting tax redemption funds 
the auditor was acting as the agent 
of the taxpayers and not the county, 
Judge Freeman ruled in sustaining 
a demurrer of Berger’s attorney to 
the county’s*suit to recover $16,000. 
The former auditor, who resigned 
a year ago, attacked the litigation on 
the grounds that the county’s com- 
plaint did not contain sufficient facts 
to constitute a cause of action. 

County Alteges Berger at Fault 

Representing the county, District 
Attorney George H. Johnson and his 
chief deputy, M. O. Hert, argued to 
the court that the former auditor, by 
mailing notices of delinquent taxes 
and receiving payments, followed a 
custom in vogue for twenty years or 
more and should be held responsible 
for disappearance of the funds from 
his office. oe 

Custom cannot displace law, the 
jorist ruled, asserting that the tax- 
payers’ action in paying funds to 


theh auditor virtually made him 
their agent, to whom h? was re- 
sponsible, and not to the county. 


The law provides for the treasurer 
to receive tax redemption payments. 
In the auditor's office graft, the sig- 
nature of the treasurer was forged 
to receipts issued by the auditor’s 
deputies, the money never actually 
reaching the treasury. 


Verdict Makes Berger Liable to 
Taxpayers 


By Judge Freeman’s verdict, the 


former auditor is liable to the tax- 
payers whose payments were mis- 
appropriated in the auditor's office. 


The taxpayers suffered the loss, not 
the county, as Berger was not the 
legally authorized agent to receive 
the payments, according to the 
court's ruling.

MILLIONS RECENED 
FOR CHINO GROPS 


That agricultural products in 
the Chino district during the 
year just closing have brought in 
a total revenue to the farmers of 
$2,177,855.09 is the statement of 
O. L. Townsend, deputy county 
horticultural commissioner who 
has just made up his report for 
the year. 

The sum is divided as follows: 

Milk—#1,620,000 ; 

Grain and Hay—$200,000 

Peaches—$65,000 

Walnuts—$260,855.09. 

Apples—$25 ,600. ’ 

The largest items, sale of milk, 


has been increasing in the district 


each year until it will surpass the 
million and a half mark. The 
sale of milk is almost entirely 
to Los Angeles where Chino sup- 
ples about an eighth of the total 
milk used daily in that city. 

Report of the Walnut Associa- 
tion which markets all walnuts 
grown in the valley shows that 
the value of the crop is more 
than a quarter million dollars al- 
though the first trees were set 
out but twelve years ago, The 
total corp this year was a trifle 
over 596 tons of nuts. 

The apple crop is valued ap- 
proximately at $25,500 for 850 
tons of apples which were packed 
or made into the Chino cider 
which is becoming as well known 
as Chino cows. The crop. this 
season averaged about ten tons 
to the acre and is valued at $380 
a ton, 

The usual fruit yield in the 
district is greatly lessened by the 
light yield of peaches and apri- 
cots this season. With this item 
as large as it is on an average 
season and other totals the same 
or slightly increased as they may 
be, the report for next year 
should show the Chino agricul- 
tural yield at nearer $3,000,000.

j approximately 99 per 
| cent during the past year at the big 
| packing house of the Mountain View 
| Fruit Association through the in- 
stallation of the new ethylene gas 
process, was recited Saturday after- 
noon by Manager J. F. Hamilton in 
presenting his report at the annual 
meeting of the members of his asso- 
ciation. 

As a result of the installation of 
the new process, the cost of curing 
a carload of fruit is just 68 cents, as 
compared to $21.80 per car former- 
ly, a saving of $21.17, which amounts 
to a saving of three cents a box to 
the grower. The installation of the 
ethylene process necessitated an in- 
crease of 250 per cent sweating room 
space, but the Mountain View plant 
now has a capacity of 20,000 boxes 
per month, as compared to only 5,200 
boxes formerly. The ethylene gas is 
also used to restore the proper color 
to Valencia oranges when they have 
taken on a greenish hue from hang- 
ing on the trees after they are ripe. 
The sweating process formerly re- 
quired the use of oil generators and 
the cost to the grower was 3.12 
cents per box, whereas the present 
about mill per box.

| UP disease and nurse it. So said the distinguished Dr, Oliver 
Wendell Llolmes. Joking? Not at all. He meant it.

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Dr. Lesseps Vindicated 

HARLES DE LESSEPS, who died the other day at the age 
C of more than fourscore years, happily lived to see himself 

vindicated against the chief indictment that was made against 

him 30 years ago, and for which he was dondemned to a five 
years’ term in prison. The son of Ferdinand de Lesseps, the builder 
of the Suez Canal and the projector of the Panama Canal, he was 
made by popular clamor the chief scapegoat for the disastrous 
failure of the latter enterprise, and for the undpubted bribery ‘and 
corruption that had run riot in connection with it. For neither the 
engineering: failure nor the financial rottenness was he justly to be 
blamed. Yet with splendid filial devotion, to avert the easting of 
aspersions upon his venerable father, he accepted, full responsibility 
for all, and uneomplainly endured the verdict of the court. 

So far as the engineering failure was concerned, it was not his 
fault, for he had in good faith undertaken the impossible. The fault 
lay in nature, and in the United States of America. The fact that 
the method of preventing yellow fever had not yet been discovered, 
and the fact that under our Monroe Doetrine a French eorporation 
was practically inhibited from making the politieal arrangements 
on the Isthmus which we found essential—these were’ the insuper- 
able obstacles which doomed defeat. It is safe to say that had the 
United States undertaken to construct the canal in the same cir- 
cumstances in which he undertook it, and which were for him a 
that time the only possible cireumstances, we should have failed as 
he did, and for precisely the same reasons. 

Tt was not. however, for these things that Charles de Lesseps 


was chiefly blamed, nor for the riotous pecuniary extravagance 
peculation, bribery, and what not which unquestionably prevailed — 


but for whieh he was not responsible. The principal accusation 
which was publicily made and blazoned throughout France, which 
was most severely dwelt upon in court, and whieh weighed most 
in the minds of the jury which convicted. him, was that he had 
obtained money under false pretences, THe had induf®ed the publie 
to invest in shares in the Panama Canal Company by making 
promises and prophesies which he knew could never be fulfilled. 
And the foremost and worst of those false promises was that the 
canal, when completed, would in a few years attract so much eom 
merce that ultimately a traffie of as much as seven million tons 9 
a year could confidently be expected to pass through it. 

Seven million tons a vear! Preposterous! Monstrous thus to 
delude and dazzle the innocent and unsophisticated people of France 
The charges were rung upon it, as though he had promised to ex- 
traet sunbeams from euenmbers. Seven million tons a year! Tm- 
possible! And the court stood, like Clive, astonished at its own 
moderation in sentencing him to prison for only five years. Seven 
million tons a year! But today that canal is giving passage to 
more than twice seven million tons a year, and in the 10 years dur- 
ing which it has been open it has carried a total of nearly 99,000,000 
tons, a yearly average far exceeding the estimate for which Charles 
de Lesseps was sent to prison as a felon, Happily, as we have said, 
ihe lived to see it. But as he accepted the verdict of the court, 30 
| years ago. without murmur or eomplaint, so he received time's 
splendid vindieation of his propheey without boasting or exultation.

The annual war on the south- 
land’s greatest enem: is now on 
and under the direertion of Floyd 
D, Young of Pomona, chief of the 
entire southland frost protective | 
service, Clarence W. Norman of 
Upland, who has charge of the 
government temperature stations 
in that section, is making an ef- 
fort to determine just how much 
cold orange and lemon groves 
lean stand without loss of fruit. | 


Will Save Fuel 


Experiments are being made to | 
lfind how eold an orange is in- 
|side, when it is a certain tempera- 
ture outside. The exact freezing 
point is also sought, 

With the exaet danger point 
jknown, unnecessary orchard heat- 
jing will be eliminated. That will 
mean no smudge unless absolute- 
ly necessary, 

Both Mr. Norman 
Young are of the opinion 
many growers smudge before it 
beeomes necessary, They expect 
the discovery of the danger point 
io make it possible to save a 
large amount of expensive or 
chard fuel and also vid in saving 
fruit.

change in temperature. Mr. 
Young usually advises the orchard 
men to be on the alert, when it is 
cold and the wind is ‘‘freakish,’’ 
for it is difficult to prediet pre 
cisely how cold it may beeome. 

In forecasting the low tempera- 
ture, the weather men usually 
name a key station, and the grow 
ers know how much the tempera
